Group seeks 
better use of 
grant funds 
for needy

SAN DIEGO — The San Diego 
diocesan Peace and Justice Commission is 
calling for citizen participation in the 
allocation of federal Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds 
to allow a larger percentage of these 
monies to be channeled into low-income 
neighborhoods. 

The commission is writing a document 
on the allocation of CDBG funds in San 
Diego, applying the principles of the U.S. 
bishops’ economics-pastoral, according to 
Jeanne Ertle, coordinator of the diocesan 
commission. 

The 1986 pastoral letter, ‘‘Economic 
Justice for All,’’ exhorts individuals and 
the nation ‘“‘to make a fundamental 
option for the poor,’’ stating that ‘‘the 
obligation to provide justice for all means 
that the poor have the single most urgent 
economic claim on the conscience of the 
nation.”’ 

The project is expected to be completed 
this fall, when copies will be distributed to 
Mayor Maureen O’Connor, City 
Council members and local congressmen, 
said Ertle, administrator of the project. 

The document will also be used as an 
educational tool for agencies and 
individuals, which the commission hopes 
to involve as ‘‘advocates for the poor’’ 
and overseers of the local allocation

‘Romero,’ a movie ‘made with God’

SAN DIEGO — Father Ellwood 
Kieser, CSP, founder. of Paulist 
Productions, has made over 250 movies 
over the last 30 years but none, he said, 
can compare to his latest production 
‘‘Romero.”’ 

The motion picture stars award- 
winning actor Raul Julia as Msgr. Oscar 
Romero, defender of human rights in El 
Salvador, who was assassinated in 1980 
while celebrating Mass. 

“T wanted to make a picture for God 
and with God and that’s what 
happened,’’ said Father Kieser. ‘I got 
the movie I wanted.’ 

The Paulist priest told Southern Cross he 
felt he had to make this movie so the 
““world would know about this man.’’ 

“‘T’m telling the story of a mouse who 
becomes a tiger. I’m not doing a tyrant,”’ 


explained Father Kieser. 

““There he was, at a turning point in 
history — a flawed, earthy, 
psychologically-scarred human _ being 
who, faced with great responsibilities, and 
with evil happening throughout his 
country, decided he could no longer 
remain silent. He knew he had to fight — 


to stand up — and he also realized that by

doing it he was seriously risking his life,”’ 


he added. 
The film addresses’ several 
controversial issues, but Father Kieser 


- feels the most important message is ‘‘that 


we can all grow and are capable of 
transcending our egos.”’ 

““He (Archbishop Romero) spoke the 
truth and became a symbol of hope. He 
made people feel loved by God,”’’ said 


Father Kieser. 

Although other priests were killed in El 
Salvador, Father Kieser noted that 
because Msgr. Romero was an 
archbishop and national figure, he 
captured the imagination of the people. 


Father Kieser began his research for 
“‘Romero’’ in 1982. His research took 
him ‘to El Salvador where he spoke with 
friends and enemies of the 
archbishop. Personal safety was always at 
risk but ‘‘justice and freedom for the 
people of El Salvador’? — which such a 
film could promote — were positives that 
made the risk worth taking. 

After his return to the United States, 
Father Kieser spent about one year 
raising the necessary funds for the 
production. Filming began in 1988 in 
Mexico. 

“‘Romero’”’ will open in San Diego 
Sept. 15 at the Park Theatre.

Bishop 
calls all 
to join 
drug fight 


ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. 
Maher issued the following statement in 
conjunction with President George 
Bush’s nationally televised speech Sept. 
5, in which the President outlined his 
administration’s anti-drug program: 

““We all should join with the President 
in fighting the plague of drugs, including 
through our prayers for success in ridding 
our communities of this great evil that 
destroys the quality of life in our 
neighborhoods and robs the dignity of the 
human person. 


“In his apostolic exhortation on the 
laity (Christifideles Laici, Jan. 30, 1989), 
Pope John Paul II recalled that the 
Second Vatican Council proclaimed that 
‘all offenses against life itself such as every 
kind of murder, genocide, abortion, 
euthanasia and willful suicide; all 
violations of the integrity of the human 
person such as mutilation, physical and 
mental torture, undue _ psychological 
pressures; all offenses against human 


dignity such as subhuman living 
conditions, arbitrary imprisonment, 
deportation, slavery, prostitution, the 


selling of women and children, degrading 
working conditions ...; all these and the 
like are certainly criminal: They poison 
human society ... (as) a ‘‘culture of 
death’’ threatens to take control.’ 


“*The selling and using of illegal drugs 
is a direct attack on the dignity of human 
beings. In his exhortation the Holy 
Father called the inviolability of the 
person ‘a reflection of the absolute 
inviolability of God.’ Thus, an attack on 
the inviolability of the human person is an 
attack on God himself. 


‘*Therefore, those who manufacture 
and distribute these drugs, in a sense, 
murder and enslave those who use them. 
And the users not only enslave themselves 
but also the innocent members of their 
communities who become victims of 
drug-related crimes. 

“Several Catholic churches and other 
congregations in San Diego have taken 
action themselves by identifying the drug 
problems in their neighborhoods, 
gathering data and then successfully 
seeking police as well as city, state and 
federal awareness and help. ; 

“‘We all need to find ways in which we 
can join the war on drugs. Our prayers 
and our actions for the quality of all life 
are not only the antidote to this ‘poison of 
our society’ but our contribution to 
evangelizing ‘a culture of death’ and 
restoring a culture of life to our society by 
building a kingdom of love.’’

Speaker stresses good activity in class

UNIVERSITY CITY — A local 


‘psychologist told more than 100 preschool 


catechists Aug. 26 that ‘‘good activity is 
the heart of discipline’? but when 
discipline is needed it should be direct 
with follow through and not be in the 
form of yelling, scolding or lecturing. 

Dr. Christopher Carstens, a columnist 
for Southern Cross and Catholic News 
Service, was the keynote speaker at the 
eighth annual Preschool Catechetical 
Day, sponsored by the diocesan 
Catechetical Ministry Office and held at 
Our Mother of Confidence Church, 
University City. 

“It is my bedrock belief that in a 
family, parents must be in control, and in 
the classroom ... it is (the teachers’) job to 
be in control so that education can take 


place,’’ Carstens told the group of 
catechists. 
His - talk, ‘‘Caring to Discipline’ 


focused upon disciplining children 
without ‘‘yelling, threatening, scolding or 


punishing the children so that they don’t 
come to hate the experience.’’ 

The most fundamental part of 
discipline is to ‘‘get them interested in the 
program...excite them. If the activities 
you have planned engage the children, 
you have half the battle won,’’ he 
explained. 

When planning activities for 
preschoolers, Carstens stressed the fact 
that little children cannot focus on one 
activity for too long. 

“About 20 minutes is the absolute 
maximum attention span these kids have. 
You can hold them that long about once a 
session. Beyond that, think in terms of 
five- to 15-minute activities.”’ 

Carstens also suggested planning for 
more activities than time will allow, 
“‘something to fall back on.’’ Some 
activities will take less time for the 
children to complete, some they won’t 
like and some they may not understand. 

Another important factor to remember, 
he said, is to always begin the education 
program the same way, either with the 
same song, prayer or other activity. This

ritual ‘‘will become familiar to the 
children and they will say, ‘Oh yeah, this 
eh CGI Bh gate 

From that point it is necessary to follow 
a sequence of activities beginning with the 
large, quiet group activities, an individual 
or small group activity, a large group fun 
activity and concluding with something 
easy like a book or song. -Carstens also 
suggested serving food or refreshments 
last. 

When asked what program planning 
had to do with discipline, Carstens 
replied, ‘‘A good activity is the heart of 
discipline. If they are interested, no 
discipline is required.’’ 

Carstens noted that when disciplinary 
action is required it is important that the 
children know the rules, which should be 
stated in terms they can understand. 

As an example, he said that if a child 
stands when the activity requires sitting; 
(as in reading time) state ‘‘the rule is to sit 
during reading time.’’ Do not ‘‘moralize 
or lecture.”’ 

Then, he said, maintain effective 
follow-through — ‘‘take time to enforce 
the rule and do not teach until you have 
control.’’ Another means of effective 
follow-through is to increase supervision, 
he added. The final step is to keep a 
consistent rule, he said. 

These simple disciplinary rules can also 
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be applied in the home, he noted. 
During the remainder of the day, the 
catechists heard about the lastest manuals 
from different publishers, attended a 
““make-and-take’’ session where they 
made stamp pads for classroom use, and 
participated in a workshop focusing on 
the latest techniques in preparing lesson 


plans. 
The institute was coordinated by 
Margaret McLaughlin, diocesan

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USD Law dean 
clarifies views 
on abortion 


I would like to set the record straight for the readers of 
Southern Cross who may have read or heard about a 
recently published news article in the secular press that 
reported my personal views on abortion. 

Unfortunately, the news report was appallingly 
misleading and incomplete. 

My private conviction is that abortion is morally 
wrong, and I lead my own life accordingly. However, in 
a country where abortion is legal, the issue to me is who 
makes the decision? As I stated clearly to the reporter, I 


strongly believe that it is the woman’s decision — with 
the guidance of the father, her doctor or religious 
advisor, if sought, but without the imposed intrusion of 
the government. 

To headline my views as ‘‘supporting abortion’’ is 
incorrect, simplistic and calculated to sensationalize. I 


draw this conclusion reluctantly, but what other © 


explanation can there be for the reporter’s decision to 
describe my clothing, makeup and office furniture 
rather than include my statements of respect and 
support for those on the pro-life side who fight, within 
the law, for their sincere beliefs? 

I also reiterate that these are my private views. 
Although I feel obliged to correct the published report, I 
have never felt and will never feel compelled to preach or 
proselytize. 

As I told the reporter, my intent as dean of the School 
of Law at the University of San Diego is to say nothing 
more about my private views on this subject, but to 
assure that law students can debate the issues fairly and 
fully and come, individually, to informed, tested 
judgments.

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How should U.S. help Israel? 


This summer a letter arrived from Bethlehem. The 
writer was a teacher who runs a Head Start-type school 
for children in Bethlehem’s refugee camps. ‘‘I am sorry 
to tell you that last week the Israeli troops shot my son,”’ 
the letter said. ‘‘He was 14 years old, a child.”’ 

His son was shot July 13 at 6:20 in the morning, the 
father wrote. Instead of being taken to a hospital his son 
was arrested and sent to a prison camp some 35 miles 
away. Not until 10:30 that night was he admitted to a 
hospital, where surgeons removed a bullet from his 
back. His son is now recovering, the father says. 

A day or two later a book written by another teacher 
in Bethlehem arrived. This time the writer was Brother 
Patrick White, a Christian Brother from England who is 
on the faculty of Bethlehem University, the Catholic 
university in the Holy Land. 

His book opens by telling how a young Catholic from 
the adjacent village of Beit Sahour was killed by the 
Israeli army last, October after attending Mass one 
Sunday morning. The young man’s name is Iya Abu 
Saada. His death was not reported in the American 
press, not even the Catholic press. 

Brother White’s book is called Let Us Be Free. It is the 
story of an English headmaster in his late 40’s who came 
to teach at Bethlehem University in 1985. It tells how 
the Israeli military closed down the university in 
October, 1987 and how it has kept it closed for the past 
two school years. Bethlehem University. was built with 
major financial support from U.S. Catholics. It remains 
closed indefinitely. 

These are facts about the present State of Israel — not 
all the facts of course, but neither are they isolated 
incidents, as anyone who has been watching television 
knows. It’s becoming obvious to nearly everyone, 


including many of Israel’s firmest supporters, that 
something’s gone terribly wrong. 

Normally we regard nations where one group rules 
without the consent of the governed — and where 
universities are closed down — as police states. But 
somehow a different set of standards seems to apply to 
the State of Israel. Actions that would set off a public 
outcry anywhere else in the world are somehow excused 


‘if they take place in Israel. 


The question is whether this is good for Israel. In 
effect the United States government has given the State 
of Israel a blank check. We have supported and 
defended any action taken by the Israeli government 
because we wanted to be friends of Israel. 

But are we really being good friends? 

History makes it clear that any democracy which 
adopts police state tactics will soon lose its democracy. 
And if there’s any lesson to be learned from politics in 
the Holy Land it’s that violence leads nowhere — except 
the graveyard. Anyone who needs proof of that need 
only look at the recent news photos from Beirut. 

But despite the mortal danger which its military 
occupation of Palestine poses to the Israeli democracy — 
and the even greater danger its growing dependence on 
military force poses to its very survival — the United 
States, by our silence, is encouraging Israel to continue 
down the road to moral and political disaster. 

Anyone who saw a friend driving over a cliff would

Is there hope for the land? 


What are the links that bind us together? One is that 
we cannot survive alone. God created us to live as co- 
creators within the community of creation.’ 

As Richard Cartwright Austin, a Presbyterian 
minister, points out in the summer 1989 issue of Earth 
Matters magazine, Yahweh is not a fertility god 
demanding more and more production. 

“Instead of compulsive enterprise,’’ Austin explains, 
“‘the Lord instructed farm families in compassionate 
attitudes and just behavior toward their human 
companions whether strong or weak, toward 
domesticated lands and livestock, and toward even the 
wild species.”’ 

We are called to care for God’s creation, not whip it 
into production. We are to live with justice and respect 
for the community of life. In short, the first link that 
binds us together is that God has called us to live and 
work in solidarity, in a human economy ‘‘designed to 
build human community while protecting the natural 
ecosystem,’’ which God has created to sustain us and all 
future generations. 

We are called to tend the earth, recognizing our 
neighbors as assets, not inconveniences or competitors 
to be outwitted and pushed from their land. We are to 
form a real culture, vital and complex, but unified in 
love. This is what ‘‘agri-culture’’ is all about. 

Instead, we have dismantled our culture, destroyed 
agriculture and replaced it with a non-sustainable, so- 
called economy: power, mindless production for 
mindless consumption, manipulating people as if they 
were things, and treating God’s earth as if it were dirt. 

This is a second link that binds us together — this one 
by tearing us apart. Pope John Paul II summarized it 
bluntly in his encyclical, ‘‘On Social Concern.’’ 

He said, ‘‘Among the actions and attitudes opposed 
to the will of God, the good of neighbor and the 
‘structures’ created by them, two are very typical: on the 


one hand, the all-consuming desire for profit, and on the 
other, the thirst for power, with the intention of 
imposing one’s will upon others.”’ 

This is what ’‘agri-business”’ is all about. We need to 
be converted from it if we and the earth are going to 
survive. There is nothing wrong with fertility or 
production, unless they become gods, or consuming the 
products becomes what life is about. ; 

Business and profit are fine as long as they are 
effective tools at the service of people, contributing to 
the community of creation. But because business has 
become an ideology and the desire for profit and power 
has put business in the place of culture, the earth and its 
people are on the road to destruction. 

This is the core answer to some basic questions the 
American bishops are now examining as they consider 
the publication of a pastoral statement on food and 
agricultural policy. 

How, in a world which produces so much food, can so 
many Lazaruses still be left begging for crumbs? Why 
have so many American farm families lost their farms in 
recent years? Why do thousands of migrant farm 
workers live in sub-human conditions while 
agribusinesses prosper and make millions of dollars for 
financial wizards who make leveraged buyouts? 

Why are consumers fearful about the quality and 
safety of their food and the future of the land and water? 
How did we develop a ‘‘food system’”’ which, despite all 
the knowledge, technology, skill, productivity and 
energy of those who participate in it, still leaves so many 
people hungry and so many who work the land in

process, Ertle told Southern Cross Sept. 1. 

Dianne Cvitanovich, project 
coordinator, said she hopes the effect will 
result in the development of a ‘‘citizen- 
based, non-partisan monitoring system 
that. works in tandem with city 
management’? for the distribution of 
CDBG funds. 

“Our research indicates...that the 
funds are not benefiting low- and 
moderate-income people to a sufficient 
extent,’’ Ertle said. 

Federal guidelines define ‘‘low 
income’’ as a maximum annual income of 
$18,240 for a family of four and 
“moderate income’’ of up to $27,600 for 
a family of four, she said. 

Congress has established that at least 60 
percent of CDBG funds earmarked for 
economic development should be used to 
develop ‘‘viable urban communitites by 
providing decent housing and a suitable 
living environment and expanding 
economic opportunities, principally for 
persons of low and moderate income,’’ 
Ertle explained. 

Some of the $12.5 million received this 
year by the City of San Diego from the 
U.S. Housing and Urban Development 
Department was allocated to middle- 
income neighborhoods and businesses, 
Ertle said, citing the recent purchase of 
North Park Theater. 

The current allocation system has 
become increasingly political, as the eight 
council members attempt to win as much 
funding as possible for their own districts, 
Ertle continued. : 

Negotiations among the council 
members, who seek to gain a majority 
vote required for each funded project, 
often result in the poorest districts 
receiving proportionately less funding, 
she added. 

Allocation of CDBG funds ‘‘should not 
be politicized,’’ Ertle said. 

She also advocated more citizen 
involvement, particularly by low- and 
moderate-income people. These citizens 
should assess their needs and make them 
known to the council members, she said. 

“*There is much room for improvement 
in complying with the intent of the 
(federal) law,’’ which allocates funds in 
proportion to the extent of poverty in 
cities, Ertle said. 

“Active citizen participation’? in

has resulted in these funds most 
effectively helping the poor, she added. 
She believes that all the block grant 
funds, not just 60 percent, should benefit 
low- and moderate-income people.

It is an accepted Christian belief that there is great and 
enduring spiritual value in suffering. We don’t like to suffer, but 
when we do, it helps to be able to turn the pain into spiritual 


Stephen Ezeanya of Onitsha 
archdiocese, Nigeria, recently wrote of suffering and his people: 

‘*The question of accepting suffering as an essential part of our 
Christian life is made even more difficult for our people by. the 
fact that our traditional religious background...does not attach 
any positive spiritual value to suffering of any kind,”’ he writes. 

Pain and suffering are widespread throughout the world. 
‘“‘Our thoughts turn to the sanctuaries of suffering; hospitals, 
leper colonies, mental hospitals, homes for the dying, for the 
handicapped. We think too, of war, terrorism and violerice in 
general,’’ writes Archbishop Ezeanya. 

Is such suffering pointless? he asks. 

And he answers: ‘‘ Willing and loving acceptance of the will of 
God in all things, but especially when we suffer, is the surest road 
to sanctity and the most effective way of preaching Christianity 
and enjoying peace of the soul.”’

desperate straits, while killing God’s 
creation in the process? 

Austin suggests that perhaps it is time 
to repent, “‘to declare a jubliee, to forgive 
debts, to open America’s farmland again 
to all those who might wish to tend the 
earth in fellowship with their neighbors. 
Perhaps it is time to reclaim our 
landscape, to rebuild its diversity and 
vitality, to honor the place of all forms of 
life in the benevolent ecosystem our Lord 
created. Perhaps it is time to affirm that 
Yahweh created a good world that will 
care for us if we tend it with care. Perhaps 
it is time to recognize that justice toward 
all who live is the most important 
ingredient of sound agriculture.’’ 

It is not hopeless at all, if we listen to 
the Good News and live our faith. Or, as 
Austin concludes, ‘‘If we hear the words 
of the earth’s Creator, the true Lord, 
there is still hope for the land.”’

Pamphlet fight latest in 
evangelization conflict 


MEXICO CITY — An effort to stop a 
booklet of pastoral activities from 
circulating in Mexican dioceses is one of 
the latest twists in an evangelization 
controversy linked to upcoming 
celebrations of 500 years of Latin 
American Catholicism. 

Mexican bishops have been urged by 
their conference leadership to prevent 
distribution of the booklet promoting the 
Latin American Confederation of 
Religious’ ‘‘Word-Life’’ pastoral 
program. The program is designed to 
coincide with the 1992 anniversary of five 
centuries of evangelization in the 
Americas, but the conference calls it 
“‘harmful’’ to pastoral life. 

The controversy is rooted in differences 
between the church hierarchy and the 
religious orders in Latin America over the 
interpretation of the Gospel message in 
the work of evangelization. 


Medical team urges 
use of gluten-free hosts 


BOSTON — A British medical team 
has urged the Vatican to reverse its ban 
on the use of so-called gluten-free hosts 
for Communion. 

The team, in a letter published in the 
Aug. 3 issue of the New England Journal of 
Medicine, said its research shows ‘‘that so- 
called gluten-free wafers do contain some 
wheat starch and trace amounts of 
gliadin,’ so they should be considered 
acceptable with Vatican norms requiring

Minorities low portion 
of diocesan employees 


WASHINGTON — Minorities 
comprise just a small portion of 
employees in U.S. dioceses, according to 
a ,study conducted by the National 
Catholic Conference for Interracial 
Justice. 

The informal telephone survey, taken 
during April and May, was done with 40 
of.the more than 170 U.S. dioceses. It 
found that 416 of the more than 3,000 
employees of those 40 dioceses were 
minorities, defined as Hispanics, blacks, 
Asian Americans and Native Americans. 

“‘The Catholic church is approaching 
50 percent or more minority,’’ .said 
conference -executive director Jerome 
Ernst in a statement. ‘‘It is time for new 
efforts at involving these minorities in the 
church that go beyond (the) issuing of 
affirmative action policy statements.’’ 


El Salvador guerillas 
seek medical evacuation 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — 
Salvadoran President Alfredo Cristiani 
has rejected a request by Archbishop 


Arturo Rivera Damas of San Salvador for 


the medical evacuation to foreign 
countries of 100 wounded anti- 
government guerrillas. Archbishop 


Rivera Damas met with the Salvadoran 
president Aug. 29 after nine amputees 
requested his intercession with the 
government on humanitarian grounds. 

The amputees — former guerrillas of 
the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
front, known by its Spanish initials as the 
FMLN — had occupied the steps of San 
Salvador’s downtown Metropolitan 
Cathedral for more than two weeks. 

The amputees had petitioned the 
government that they and about 100 
fellow former fighters be allowed to leave 
E] Salvador for medical treatment 
abroad, in accordance with an agreement 
reached under the administration of 
former President Jose Napoleon Duarte. 
But Cristiani told Archbishop Rivera 
Damas he would not honor the 
agreement, calling the FMLN wounded 
‘terrorists’? who must stand trial for 
criminal offenses.

SAN DIEGO — SHARE, the San 
Diego diocesan Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange, which provides food assistance 
to people in need, moved to its new 
location, 3530 E Street, in the Gateway 
Center, Aug. 26-27. 

The new 50,000 square foot warehouse 
and office complex also houses World 
SHARE and SHARE USA, 

Deacon Carl Shelton of St. Brigid 
Church, Pacific Beach, and founder of 
SHARE, said the new location makes it 
possible for everyone involved with the 
program to be more effective’in their 
areas of responsibility. ‘The previous 
location, he explained, had poor air 
conditioning and lighting, which 
affected the working 
environment. 

The new warehouse, he added, is 
specifically designed for the distribution 
of SHARE food packages. ‘‘It’s laid out 
in a way that’s efficient and will allow for 
growth.”’ 

Shelton also noted that the warehouse 
has a chapel and a priest from Latin 
America will be joining the SHARE staff. 

Through the diocesan-sponsored 


program, participants purchase about $35 
worth of food for $12 and two hours of 
community service. Many participants 
perform their community service at the 
warehouse packaging the food which 
helps to reduce overhead expenses. 


The food packages which consist of 
meats, vegetables and fruit, are 
distributed once a month through a 
network of churches and community 
organizations. — 

“SHARE is for anybody having 
difficulty making ends meet,’’ said its 
founder. 

SHARE has 16 locations in the United 
States and also has a program in 
Guatemala and in Mexico. 

Since its establishment in 1983, 
SHARE has distributed more than 7,500 
food packages through a network of more 
than 75 churches and community 
organization. i 

The program reaches about 45,000 
people each month, based on the 
assumption of three people per 
household. 

Anyone wishing to register for the San 
Diego program must do so by the second 
Monday of each month. For further 
information call 525-2200.

Film depicts struggle of man

How, in our ‘‘enlightened’’ times, can it 
happen that a priest is murdered while 
celebrating Mass? ‘‘Romero’’ (Four 
Seasons), an extraordinarily powerful and 
moving new film shows exactly how such 
an atrocity befell San Salvador’s 
Archbishop Oscar Romero in 1980. 

The initial offering from Father 
Ellwood E. Kieser’s Paulist Pictures 
traces the dramatic transformation of 
Romero from a quiet, bookish man to the 
stirring voice of El Salvador’s oppressed 
poor. The script is by John Sacret Young, 
co-author of the acclaimed ‘‘China 
Beach’’ television series. Australian John 
Duigan makes his American directorial 
debut, and the gorgeous photography is 
by Geoff Burton. 


Pre-eminent among them is that of 
Raul Julia in the title role. He etches a 
compelling portrait of a man. who is 
inexorably drawn, almost against his will, 
into the cauldron that is Salvadoran life 
and politics. A humble man of deep 
Christian. principles, he is alternately 
puzzled, bewildered, shocked, horrified,

VOICE OF THE VOICELESS: The 
Four Pastoral Letters and Other 
Statements by Archbishop Oscar 
Romero; Maryknoll, NY: Orbis Books, 
1985 (202pp, $9.95pb) 


“T have frequently been threatened 
with death...If they manage to carry out 
their threats, I shall be offering my 
blood for the redemption and resurrection 
of El Salvador. But I wish that they would 
realize that they are wasting their time. A 
bishop will die, but the church of God — 

' the people — will never die.”’ 

These prophetic words were spoken by 
Archbishop Oscar Romero of San 
Salvador, El Salvador, in an interview 
two weeks before he was murdered while 
celebrating Mass. 


When Romero was appointed - 


archbishop in 1977, El Salvador was a 
greatly polarized country. The gap 
between the rich and ruling classes and 
the poor and oppressed classes was 
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angered and pained at the savagery 
whirling around him. 

Julia’s performance subtly unveils the 
changes that occur in Romero as he 
responds to each new challenge. He shows 
us a man who is struggling with himself 
— whose initial instincts are to withdraw 
— but who increasingly finds himself 
unable to do so, and this conflict leaves 
him searching for direction. After an 
epiphany of sorts, he finally knows what 
he must do, and from that point on, the 
film races to its shattering climax. 

Ana Alicia of TV’s ‘‘Falcon Crest’’ is 
Arista Zelada, a member of the privileged 
class, and an old friend of the new 
archbishop. She is drawn into the turmoil 
when her husband, the Minister of 
Agriculture, is kidnapped and murdered. 
Her bitterly angry father-in-law (Harold 
Gould) blames Romero. Alicia 
poignantly depicts a woman torn between 
her family and class and her old friend. 

Tony Plana (Father Morantes) and 
Alejandro Bracho (Father Osuna) give 
impassioned and touching performances 
as two priests who sympathize with the 
rebels and the oppressed, but who follow 
that sympathy to different ends. 


Their performances help to illustrate 
the different tacks that Liberation 
Theology has taken in its practical 
manifestations, and to show how some 
have taken this ‘‘new gospel’’ to different 
extremes. 

One of the finest performances in the 
film, although a brief one, is that of 
Richard Jordan as Father Rutilio 
Grande, a very close friend and supporter 
of Romero’s who is the first priest 
murdered. 

Jordan shows us a caring and 


_ immensely appealing man of the people, 


who epitomizes the phrase, “‘the joyful 


_Christian.’’ Although he is killed early, 


his loving and bouyant spirit hovers over 
the rest of the film, and indeed, over 
Romero himself.

widening. Violence was increasing, and 
there was organized resistance to the 
government. The church had 
traditionally supported the government, 
but now there were activist priests helping 
to galvanize the opposition. 

Archbishop Romero was widely viewed 
as someone who would not ‘‘Rock the 
boat’? — as more a man of ideas than a 
man of action. It was thought that he 
would harness the activism and return 
things to the traditional status quo. 
Instead, the timid scholar became the 
rallying voice of the poor until, ironically, 
he was considered to be too much of a 
threat to the status quo, and he had to be 
silenced. : 

As the subtitle of this book indicates, it 
is a collection of Archbishop Romero’s 
pastoral letters, plus other documents, 


including a letter to President Jimmy 
Carter asking that the U.S. not provide 
military aid to El Salvador. The book also 
contains an informative essay by Ignacio 
Martin-Baro, placing Romero in the 
context of his historical time and place, 
and another essay by Jon Sobrino, 
viewing Romero from a_ theological 
perspective. 

The book sheds a great deal of light, 
not only on Romero’s development, but 
also on the continuing situation in Latin 
America, and on that thorny problem for 
the church, liberation theology. 

What stands out most are Romero’s 
humility, commitment to Christ, and his 
commitment to the church. He also 
expresses a great concern for El Salvador 
specifically, and Latin America in 
general. His writings are sprinkled with 
references to the documents of Vatican II 
and to documents emanating from Latin 
American bishops’ conferences at 
Medellin and Puebla. 
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IDYLLWILD — Over 100 Christian 
Leadership Institutes for youth are being 
conducted this year in the United States 
and Canada but San Diego is the first 
diocese to hold the institute in both 
English and Spanish.

‘“My number one fear was that (the 
kids) would feel uncomfortable and not 
get to know each other. By mid-week they 
wanted to do everything bilingually,’’ he 
said. 

Father Kaicher said his office 
conducted both the English and English- 
and Spanish-speaking institutes because 
the Diocese of San Diego is multicultural 
and ‘‘people need to be aware of the 
reality .of the church, which is also 
multicultural.” 

The Christian Leadership Institute 
enables youth to develop their leadership 
skills through five workshops: different 
styles of leadership, communication skills, 
planning, groups dynamics and how to 
reach a decision through consensus, he 
explained. 

It also develops their spirituality, he 
added, by focusing on prayer, the process 
of moral decision-making, and the

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Catholic-Jewish impasse 
over Auschwitz convent

OSWIECIM, Poland- — Despite 
continuing calls for peaceful dialogue, the 
war of words over a Carmelite convent at 
Auschwitz escalated rapidly in late 
August and early September. 

At Oswiecim — the Polish name for 
Auschwitz — and elsewhere in Poland, 
major Jewish organizations boycotted 
ceremonies for the 50th anniversary of the 
start of World War II to protest the 
refusal of top Polish church authorities to 
honor a 1987 agreement to move the 
convent from its site near a former Nazi 
death camp which Jews regard as the chief 
symbol of the Holocaust. 

Cardinal Franciszek Macharski' of 
Krakow tried to defuse some of the 
tensions with a plea for ‘‘an end to 
hostility and hatred toward Judaism“ 
during a ceremony Sept. 2 near the twin 
death camps of Auschwitz and Birkenau, 
where some 4 million people, most of 
them Jews, were killed during the war. 

‘In this horrible place, the decision 
must be strengthened against evil which 
dominated here. No — to hostility and 
hatred toward Judaism. No — to all 
contempt and_-racial prejudice. No — to 
the will to dominate over others, to 
conquests, disdain and destruction of 
religion,’’ he said. 

The cardinal made no move, however, 
to reverse his decision to suspend 
indefinitely the removal of the convent. 
He told reporters only that he was 
‘committed to dialogue’’ as the way. to 
settle the dispute. 

Just before the ceremony he told Albert 
Assouline, a Parisian Jew and one of the 
few Jewish leaders who attended, ‘‘I hope 
that despite all the obstacles, the dialogue 
will continue.”’ 

The newest round of bitter controversy 
over the convent began Aug. 10 when 
Cardinal Macharski, complaining of 
“‘bad faith’’ and ‘‘a violent campaign of 
accusations and defamation in some 
western Jewish communities,’’ said he 
would not move the Carmelite nuns 
under those circumstances. 

Cardinal Jozef Glemp of Gniezno and 
Warsaw, head of the Polish hierarchy, 
fueled the fires further in a sermon at 
Czestochowa Aug. 26. He characterized a 
mid-July protest demonstration in which 
seven U.S. Jews tried to scale the convent 
walls as an ‘‘attack’’ that threatened the 
lives of the nuns. 

He said the nuns had a right to pray at 
Auschwitz, and he said that Jews control 
the mass media in many countries and 
were using their power to ‘‘spread. anti- 
Polish feeling.”’ 

The storm of protest that followed 
Cardinal Glemp’s sermon went well 
beyond the Jewish community. Cardinal 
John J. O’Connor of New York said he

surely scream ‘‘Stop!’’ as loudly as 
possible. But we’re watching Israel 
destroy itself and we’re not saying a 
word. What’s even worse is we’re paying 
the bills — more than $10 million a day 
with no strings attached. That’s not the 
way real friends behave. 

This fall the U.S. Catholic bishops are 
scheduled to adopt a major new statement 
on the Middle East. It appears likely the 
bishops’ statement will be somewhat 
critical of Israel. If so that will surely place 
new strains on already difficult Jewish- 
Catholic relationships. 

But the only hope for peace in the Holy 
Land is the truth — and if your friends 
won’t tell you the truth, who will? 


Ivan Kauffman writes this column on public affairs for 
the Catholic press from Washington, D.C. 
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was ‘‘shocked’’ that the Polish prelate 
seemed to be reneging on the 
commitment to move the convent. 

Los Angeles Archbishop Rembert G. 
Weakland of Milwaukee said Cardinal 
Glemp’s remarks were ‘‘uncalled for and 
harmful.’’ He said he hoped the Polish 
prelate would ‘‘seek some kind of 
reconciliation with the Jewish community 
that he has offended’’ before his 
approaching visit to Milwaukee and 
several other U.S. cities. 

Cardinal Glemp provoked -another 
round of protests when he told reporters 
in Warsaw Aug. 31 that the 1987 
agreement to relocate the convent, 
worked out by an international group of 
Catholic and Jewish representatives in 
Geneva, should be ‘‘renegotiated,’’ and- 
this time ‘‘not by some cardinals who 
don’t understand the situation.”’ 

Among the nine Catholic and nine 
Jewish representatives who worked out 
the agreement were four cardinals: 
Cardinal Macharski and Cardinals Albert 
Decourtney of Lyons, Franee, Jean- 
Marie Lustiger of Paris, and Godfried 
Danneels of Malines-Brussels, Belguim. 

The three French and Belgian cardinals 
responded with a statement declaring that 
“the agreement undertaken must be 
respected.”’ 

‘‘Cardinal Glemp could only be 
expressing his personal opinion when he 
spoke about renegotiating the Geneva 
accord,’’ they said. : 

Sharply disputing his challenge to their 
competence, they asked, “If four 
cardinals, including the- archbishop of 
Krakow, are not qualified to represent the 
Catholic side, who is?”’ 

Cardinal Glemp’s remarks also 
surprised one of Cardinal Macharski’s 
top aides, Jesuit Father Stanislaw Musial, 
who advises the Krakow prelate on Jewish 
affairs and had helped negotiate the 
Geneva accord. 

Recently returned from France, Father 
Musial said in an interview with Catholic 
News Service Sept. 3, ‘‘at this point, the 


whole issues could be transferred to a_ 


national level, and that might be forthe 
best. But the idea of clearing the table and 
saying, “These cardinals didn’t know 
what they were doing’ — _ that’s 
incredible.’’ 

Father Musial said Cardinal Glemp’s 
comments about Jews in his Aug. 26 
sermon had caused an ‘‘enormous 
negative reaction.”’ 

It was not only a Catholic-Jewish rift, 
he said. ‘‘The fact is, this issue is dividing 
Christians, too.’’ 

The escalating conflict led to new 
Jewish appeals for Pope John Paul II to 
step in and resolve ths issue. 

The 14 nuns in the convent, which was 
erected in 1984 just outside the Auschwitz 
camp, have maintained silence amid the 
furor surrounding them. 

The local Carmelite superior in 
Krakow, Father Anastazy Gadek, told 
CNS in an interview Sept. 2 that the nuns 
would be willing to move if ordered to do 
so. by the Vatican. 

He said the 1987 agreement was unfair 
because it did not take the nuns’ position 
into account. 

The proper Vatican agency to deal with 
the issue would be the congregation that 
oversees religious orders, the 
Congregation for Institutes of 
Consecrated Life and Societies of 
Apostolic Life, he said. 

Cardinal Bernard F. Law of Boston 
urged the nuns to take the initiative to 
end the growing furor by moving away 
from the Auschwitz site. 

In an open letter to them published 
Sept. 1, Cardinal Law said there was 
“little hope of an early resolution’’ to the 
controversy ‘‘except by a gracious act of 
reconciling love which only you can 
make.”’ 

Jews objected to the establishment of 
the convent because they saw it as an at- 
tempt to ‘‘de-Judaize’’ the Holocaust.
